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President Edgar's Message 

to the Civic Association 

April 15, 1920. 
To the Officers and Directors of tlie Narberth Civic Association: 

At this time it might ho fitting to go over the work of the Narberth 
Civic Association past and future. 

From copies of Our Town we learn that the Association was organ- 
ized in 1914 with the following object: 

"TO IMPROVE AND BEAUTIFY THE BOROUGH AND VICIN- 
ITY; TO ASSIST AND CO-OPERATE WITH THE AUTHORITIES IN 
ENFORCING LAWS AND ORDINANCES RELATING THERETO; TO 
PROMOTE ANY PROJECT HAVING FOR ITS PURPOSE THE BET- 
TERMENT OF THE COMMUNITY AS A WHOLE; TO PROVIDE A 
MEANS OF ACQUIRING AND DISSEMINATING INFORMATION ON 
ANY SUBJECT OF GENERAL INTEREST; AND TO FOSTER AND 
MAINTAIN A FRATERNAL SPIRIT AMONG THE PEOPLE OF OUR 
COMMUNITY. ' ' 

This surely is an object well worth attaining and presents an appeal 
which any good citizen cannot fail to recognize. 

The Historical Pageant of 1914 was an advertisement which started 
to make Narbevth known, it brought our own psople together and 
brought many visitors from the Kin-rounding territory to appreciate Nar- 
berth's natural advantages as a suburb. 

The Patriotic Fete of 1918 served to bring our own people together 
and raise almost S1000.00 for war charities. 

Clean-up weeks were instituted by the Civic Association. 

We helped free Lancaster and Montgomery pikes of toll. 

Garden contests, which have encouraged residents to beautify their 
own grounds and therefore help the whole section, were promoted aaid 
financed by members of the Civic Association. 

We have taken in hand the June Flower Show started five years 
ago by two of our good friends, and this year will hold a fall flower show 
in addition. 

Our Town, our means of acquiring and disseminating information, 
is now a necessity to the Borough, and is the result of a noble effort 
and much hard work and sacrifice by members of the Civic Association. 

Many other smaller works have been accomplished. 

Narbrook Park, a real achievement of the Civic Association, is 
surely a successful development and will be envied and copied by com- 
munities in this and other States. For some unexplainable reason our 
local authorities have not completed the good work of turning fourteen 
acres of swamp and neglected farm land into 5350,000.00 worth of reve- 
nue-paying property. Lot owners in Narbrook Park are frequently and 
more insistently asking us why their taxes are spent on the rest of the 
Borough and not in the Park. It is only fair and just that we should 
be able to answer them, and to this end our Park Development Commit- 
tee should meet with Councils and request that Narbrook Park receive 
the improvements which by every right and precedent it is entitled to. 

The Civic Association program has in the past been truly construc- 
tive and must continue to be more so with a greatly increased popula- 
tion and a greater need of such an organization. 

It seems that if in the past we have fallen short, it has been in that 
part of our object: To foster and maintain a fraternal spirit among the 
people of the community. This, the most vital part of our whole ob- 
ject, must be our sacred duty, and we should bend every effort to attain 
it. 

We should read the object on our membership card, study it, plan 
for it, show it to our friends and neighbors, and we should be proud of 
our connection and make ourselves a committee of twenty-four to bring 
in new members. 

We must have more and larger public meetings, we should have in 
mind that Narberth needs a place to hold such meetings, and we should 
be the organization to promote such a project.

The Rose and Peony Show, June 5th. 
Dahlia Show, September 25th. 

Great Oak Playground, Narberth and Chestnut Avenues. 
Publicity for Narberth. 
Special publicity for Narbrook Park.

A Community Flower. 
A newspaper with more news and a greater circulation. 

A letter to every new resident, introducing Our Town and the 

Civic Association. 
Free delivery of mail. 

Committee to promote motion picture machine and stereoptican 
machine for use of community. 

A closer co-operation of the Civic Association with Councils 
and Borough officials, with Board of Health, Board of Edu- 
cation, Fire Company and any other activity organized for 
public welfare. 

A larger membership of voting members at S1.00 a year. 

A larger membership of contributing members at $2.00 a year. 

A larger membership of sustaining members at $5.00 a year 
or more. 

A big program, we will say, but not big enough; ideas are wanted, 
reasonable complaints with suggestions for their remedy will be care- 
fully investigated, provided they are in written form. This will give us 
a bigger program. 

We have a fine organization, some older workers and some newer 
ones; the latter are especially valuable because their viewpoints are 
those that have possibly been lost by older members who know Narberth 
better as a small place. 

We are all busy people. We are here because busy people find time 
to do things; people of leisure have no time. 

A good organization, a big field, the only thing that might be lack- 
ing is a knowledge of the pleasure and satisfaction of doing tilings for 
the benefit of our neighbor. Unless we have tried this we will never 
know.

Christian Association 
Forced to Close Its Doors 

(Continued from Page 1.) 

and above all income, which deficit has 
for some time been covered by borrow- 
ed money and the contributions of a 
few of Narbertli 's public-spirited cit- 
izens. In fairness to these citizens 
and the Association, the oflicers feel 
the only alternative is to cease opera- 
tion. Closed, the plant n ill be more 
nearly self -sustaining. 

The recent campaign for a building 
fund with which to increase the facil- 
ities ami equipment of the Association 
was only 50',j, successful, while in the 
meantime, the probable cost of the im- 
provements has so greatly increased as 
to make it unwise to proceed at this 
time with the expansion program. 

All these phases of the situation hav- 
ing been carefully studied by the of- 
licers and directors of the Association, 
it seemed wise to withdraw at this 
lime, both from the Association activ- 
ities and the contemplated expansion 
plans, and to give action to this de- 
termination the directors at their last 
meeting adopted the following resolu- 
tion with regard to the closing of the 
Association: 

Whereas, The expenditures of the 
Association necessary to maintain it ou 
oven its present incomplete basis ex- 
ceed the normal income by an average 
of approximately $2U0.OU per month, 
and 

Whereas, This monthly delicit has 
been covered partly by contributions 
of a few public-spirited citizens and 
partly by the borrowing of funds, and 

Whereas, This condition creates a sit- 
uation that is unfair to all interests 
concerned, and cannot be permitted to 
continue, and 

Whereas, The recent campaign for 
funds to increase the facilities and 
equipment of the Association was only 
partially successful, while the probable 
cost of such work has greatly increased, 
due to unusual building conditions, thus 
rendering it unwise to start any build- 
ing at this time, and 

Whereas, The community as a whole 
has not supported the Association in 
its attempt to provide a center for com- 
munity interests and the welfare of 
the young people of the town,' or in a 
manner reasonably' to be expected; 
therefore, be it 

Kesolved, That effective May 1, 102U, 
the Association shall close its buildings 
and cease its Association activities; 
and be it further 

Kesolved, That it is the expressed 
understanding of the Hoard of Direct- 
ors that the closing of the Association 
shall constitute not only a cessation of 
Association activities, but shall include 
the building, its equipment and its 
facilities; that the building shall not 
be opened, and that nothing shall be 
loaned, rented, sold, or be otherwise 
made available without the consent of 
the Hoard of Directors; and be it 
further 

Kesolved, That it should be under- 
stood that the Corporate Association 
and Executive Administration of the 
Narbertli Yniing .Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation is in no way affected, and that 
all contracts and obligations of the 
Association will be properly continued 
and met in accordance with all the 
terms thereof; and be it further 

Resolved, That the Treasurer is 
hereby instructed to pay to all mem- 
bers of the Association, when and if 
demanded, the pro-rata value of unex- 
pired membership dues. 

It was also felt that, fairness to the 
contributors to the building fund neces- 
sitated n frank statement of the tacts, 
and to lake caie of the situation thus 
created there was also adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Whereas, The Association in Novem- 
ber, 1010, and since, has been coniluct- 
iuo, a campaign for funds with which 
additions and improvements might be 
made to the Association's facilities, 
anil 

Whereas, Because the campaign has 
been only partially successful, and for 
other good reasons, these plans have 
been temporarily abandoned, and 

Whereas, By resolution this date, 
the activities of the Association have 
been directed to cease on May 1. 1020, 
and the building ordered closed, pend- 
ing a change in existing unfavorable 
conditions; therefore, be it 

Kesolved, That a special committee, 
consisting of Mr. A. .1. boos. President; 
T. Noel Butler. Vice-President; W. X. 
Mills. Secretary; Daniel Leitch, Treas- 
urer, and (ieorge W. llraden, be hereby 
appointed to handle the pledges and 
monies received in said campaign; ami 
be it further 

kesolved. That said committee is 
hereby instructed to tender lo all con- 
tributors a remission of their pledges, 
including any amounts paid in thereon; 
provided, however, that in addition to 
said tender of the return of pledges and 
contributions, said committee may, in 
its judgment, offer any alternate sug- 
gestion, which may be deemed wise in 
the premises: and be it further 

Bosolvod, That the genuine thanks 
of the Association is extended to nil 
who have given their assistance to the 
attempt of the Association to better 
the conditions of the young people of 
the community by improving its own 
facilities, and who have thus shown 
that there is not entirely lacking in 
the community a vision of the real pos-

sibilities for service (hat could be ren- 
dered by the Association, if adequately 
supported by the community in whose 
interest and for whose service it was 
conceived and has been carried on. To 
all our friends we express our thanks 
for their sympathy and co-operation 
and the regret that the work cannot 
be carried on under existing conditions. 

The Association building has at till 
times been, in fact if not in name, a 
real community center. In it has been 
found a home for practically all of Nat- 
berth 's various Associations, including 
Narberth Civic Association, Community 
Club, Community Club Chorus, Ameri- 
can Red Cross, American Legion, Nar- 
berth Tennis Association, Boy Scouts, 
Girl Scouts, Community Bible Class, 
Hoys' Club of Narbertli, Women's Suf- 
frage Party, as well as the churches 
for special functions, or for meetings 
of their sub-organizations, and it is not 
without much concern and misgiving 
that the announcement of the closing 
of the activities of the Association is 
made by the management. 

It is realized that inconvenience will 
result; that no place — no matter how 
poor — remains to care for the young 
people in their idle hours. 

The distressing fact is that Cue town 
is letting go, not so much what it had 
in the present Association, but what 
it could have had in an all-round, thriv- 
ing, helpful, character-building institu- 
tion that would be a credit to the town; 
all of which could bo had, in plenty, 
if each head of a family in Narbertli 
had contributed a membership fee of 
from $10.00 to $25.00 per year— not as 
a membership charge, but as an invest- 
ment in an institution that is appar- 
ently so greatly needed to care for Nar- 
berth 's young people — to care for the 
community spirt of the town, and to 
become a real asset to the borough. 

This, however, does not seem possi- 
ble: hence, the announcement of the 
Association's closing — until the cpn- 
science of Narberth awakens.

Shark and Cod Hides Make Fine Leath- 
er, Scientists Announce. 



Shoes made of fish leather will prob- 
ably be a common feature within a few 
years, according to a statement issued 
by the Society for the 1'romoiion of 
American Fisheries and Fish Products. 

Kxpcrimcnts have shown that shark 
skins can be tanned into durable ami 
beautiful leather. Tanners assert that 
they can be dyed and finished in all 
colors, textures and weights, ranging 
from the finest kid to tile heaviest solo 
lea I her. 

Codfish skins can also bo finished in 
a satisfactory manner suitable for com- 
mercial uses. One fisheries corporation 
which specializes in by-products esti- 
mates it can supply ten to fifteen mil- 
lion sipiare feet of cod skin leather a 
year. As the supply of fish is prac- 
tically inexhaustible, the lowering of 
I lie price of leather products generally 
is considered hopeful as soon as the 
fish skin trade is sufliciently developed.
